I hi# I# in reply to your memorandum of 8 May to the 
Committee of Principal#, requesting conumtnt* on the paper 
*"* Verification of a Free** on Strategic Nuclear Vehicle#.*'* 


I am glad to note certain change# in the present paper 
which I believe are #tep» i» the right direction. Specifically, 
paragraph 8 on page 14 no longer eays that only a "small** number 
of undeclared facilities would be eligible for inspection and it 
makes explicit that so disclosures of unilateral information would 
be necessary to justify on-site taspsction. These changes hear 
on problems of the perishability and possible compromise of 
un ilate ral intelligence which ha v* concerned me for some time. 


Nonetheless, l remai n concerned about the relia nce 
placed ©« unilateral means to verifydeclarations and to help 
police controls over production and launcher construction. As 
the paper itself sates, our present mease are inadeqtsste In some 
areas* Moreover, If we go ahead with this proposal, there can 
be no assurance that w* will sot in the future be deprived of some 
of the intelligence we now possess. 


I hope that further thought can be given to way# in which - 
the negotiated inspection arrangements can be expanded. In 
particular, I continue to think it Important that the number of 
on-site inspection* to check undeclared facilities be large enough 
to protect against the perishability of intelligence and the danger 
of Us compromise.
